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The Church rests upon two numbered lots which the city of South 
Bend designated as 1228 and 1238. 


The city directories indicate that the Telesfor Radomskis Dry 
Goods Store was located at 1228 West Washington St. from 1932 
to 1933. In 1934 the lot is listed as being vacant and remained in 
that condition from 1934 through 1937. In 1938 the registry now 
lists St. Augustine’s church as being located at 1228 West 
Washington. By 1939 the church has expanded to include 1238 
West Washington. Before St. Augustine’s occupied this new area 
the site had been the location of Frank T. Kloska’s Saloon and 
Restaurant.
